from Buena Vista at H. 10 a . m. T h ur - 
day , July 15, via South P a rk rail road 
for a few day s visit iD the hea rt of the 
mountains. 
Passing down the valley 
we observed on our rig h t the group i f 
p aks know as the College Peaks. 
They are Mt. Yale, Mt. H a rva rd and 
Mt. Princeton, the latter being visited 
by many because of the line view ob­ 
tained of the surrounding country from 
its summit. 
About nine miles from 
Buena Vista we arrived at the natural 
hot springs of Hortense and Hey wood, 
the waters of which are noted for their 
medicinal powers. 
W e 
reached St. 
Elmo about 9 .30. 
The depot being 
build above on Chry solite Mt., 
we 
could get a good view of the camp be­ 
low. 
St. Elmo is a pretty little place 
built in a narrow valley and at an al­ 
titude of nearly ten thousand feet, 
its 
principal industry is milling the gold 
and silver ore which is brought from 
mines about three miles from the town. 
The ore is brought by wagons iu sum­ 
mer and sleighs in winter. 
W e left 
St. Elmo 
about twelve to drive to 
Romley , a smaller mining camp. 
Al­ 
most the entire road is through a grove 
of 
tall 
pines, 
their 
beautiful 
dark 
green 
being 
intermix ed 
with green 
of the 
q uaking 
alpen 
and willow and the various colored 
wild liower» presented a grand pict­ 
ure. 
Arriving at Romley , we ate dinner 
and then visited the mill which treats 
the ore sent to it. 
T h e ore is trans- 
pjrted by means of a bucket tram w ay 
from the mines above. 
T h ere are 102 
buckets in all, 
T he buckets are emp­ 
tied into a chute from which the ore is 
loaded into the cars and taken into the 
mill. 
It is then put into the crushers, 
which break the larger pieces. 
From 
these it passes into the mill, where it is 
mix ed with the q uicksilver andpulver-1 
ized. 
Thence it is passed on to the copper 
plates, where a part of the gold is freed 
and 
forms the gold am algam which I 
is removed from the plates and sepa- j 
rated from the q uicksilver by means o f ' 
heat. 
T h e rem ainder of the ore passes 
from the copper onto the table below 
and thence to the second table. 
T he 
motion of these tables is such th a t the 
sand passes over the sides and the gold, 
silver, lead, etc , passes over the enu, 
forming the concentrates which are 
shipped to the smelters. 
G reat care is ex ercised th a t no p a r ti­ 
cle of the precious metal is lost. 
W e 
remained in Romley over night. 
The nex t morning we left about 
t ?n 
o ’clock 
for 
Alpine 
Tunnel 
which is about nine miles from Romley .

The fact that a uniform 
reduction in the rate of female deaths 
b egan some fiv e years ago, ab out the 
same time women were b eginning to 
ride tb © b icycle extensiv ely, Dr. Ab 
b ott considers significant, and he is 111 
clined to attrib ute the decrease in tin 
death rate to the great increase in open 
air exercise arming women b y the us( 
of the b icycle.—¡Sanitarium.

That book of Burns’ poems had an 
even stronger influence on Whittier than 
the odd volume of The Spectator which 
fell into the hands of Franklin had on 


1 he American author whose boyhood is 
most like Whittier’s. Franklin also was 
born in ¡» humble and hardworking fam­ 
ily, doing early his share of the labor 
and having but a meager education, al­ 
though always longing for learning. 
It 
is true that Irving and Cooper and Brv 
ant did not graduate from college, hut 
they could have done so had they perse 
vored, and Lmerson and 
Longfellow 
and Hawthorne did get as much of the 
higher education as was then possible 
in America. 
But neither Franklin nor 
Whittier ever had the chance; it was as 
much us they could do to pick up the 
merest elements of an education.—Pro­ 
fessor Blunder Matthews in St. Nicho­ 
las.
